THE  C0MPUL80KY  VOTE 

One  of  the  elements  m  the  success 
of  Prentier  Bruce  of  Australia  in  his 
appeal  to  that  country  was  the  com- 
pulsory ballot.  It  is  estimated  that 
'JO  i)er  cent  of  the  electorate  voted,  an 
unprecedenledly  large  percentage. 
Those  who  did  not  vote  will  have  to 
give  the  aiHHoritic.  a  legitimate  ex- 
cuse for  abstinence,  or  else  pay  a  fine 
There  .T-e  sonnd  arguments  in  favor  of 
the  compulsory  vote.  The  only  sub- 
stantial arffv'n*nt  against  it  is  the 
pressure  it  exercises  against  liberty 
of  individual  action.  The  compulsory 
vote  at  least  makes  popular  repre- 
sentation possible.  It  emphasizes  the 
personal  responsibility  which  the 
suffrage  entails. 

In  Britain  last  year  some  36  per 
cent  of  the  electorate  only  went  to 
the  polls  lu  municipal  election..  The 
probability  is  that  the  percentage  this 
ye^r  was  little  if  any  greater  That 
means  that  the  municipal  representa- 
tive, of  the  people  do  not  necessarily 
represent  the  popular  will  because 
only  a  comparatively  small  percent- 
age of  the  public  will  ha.  expressed 
itself.  The  colQpulsory  vote  in  nuini 
cipal  elections  would  probably  make 
for  far  better  municipal  government 
than   exists   today.   Anstrslia's  ex 

pcrim'-ni  has  horn  a  notable  one  It 
has  enabled  the  people  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  gtve  an  emphatic  de- 
cision. It  i.  not  wholly  new.  since, 
for  the  last  ten  years,  the  compulsory 
vote  hM  been  in  cflect  in  Queens- 
land and  with  sati.factory  results.  It 
i.  a  reform  that  will  spread 
though  there  will  always  be  a  per- 
centage of  the  people  everywhere  op- 
posed to  such  coercion,  as  it  were, 
of  individual  rights.

He  ftill  remembers  the 
company  that  assembled  for  the 
funeral,  the  little  ceffiM  set  upon  a 
chair,  and  the  pfayer  of  the  minister 
of  the  Gospel'.  Several  years  after  he 
also  remembers  rummaging  through  a 
drawer  that  accidentally  had  been  left 
unlocked,  and  finding  therein  a  pop- 
Kun  and  a  lock  of  fine  golden  hair, 
,  and  the  distressing  scene  that  fol- 
lowed when  the  mother  diacorered 
that  her  treasure  chest  had  been  dese- 
crated. The  infant  victim  of  the  ter- 
rible diphtheretic  scoorge  sleeps  in  a 
country  churchyard  and  a  monument 
still  stands  in  memory  of  him  and 
records  the  fact  that  his  age  was  five 
years.

About  twenty  years  ago  in  the  cfty 
of  \'ictorta  another  little  lad  also  was 
stricken  with  a  .pre  throat.  Dr.  R. 
L.  Fraser  wa.  called  in,  and  on  his 
instructions  the  ailing  boy  was  .taken 
to  the  isolation  hospital.  The  case 
was  pronewnced  ooc  ol  malignant 
diphtheria.  Anti-toxine  was  adminis- 
tereil  hy  the  jihysician.  and  the  patient 
recovered,  but  the  <faM  wa.  a  critical 
one/  and  it  wa.  taken  in  hand  just 
in  time.  Medical  science  had  made 
con.iderable  progress  since  the  days 
when  the  tirst-mentioned  '  lad  wa. 
.strangled  to  death  h\  "membranous 
croup."  The  boy  whose  life  was  saved 
by  the  professional  -skill  of  Dr.  Praser 
served  hi.  Icbuntry  in  a  foreign  land 
and  a  ,  cross  nurks  the  place  of  his 
eternal  rest. 

The  stories  of  the  life  and  death  of 
the  two  boys  is  told  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  sCoff  at  the  idea  that 
medical  knowledge,  skill  and  expcri- 
nce  are  capable  of  combating  human 
diseases  and  keeping  death  from 
breaking  down  the  door  of  life  iintil 
the  appointed  time.  Medical  science 
is  po^ibly  not  yet  an  exact  srieiH-e. 
hut  it  in  maklAft  stteady  prorfre.s,  and 
dping  more  than  any  other  hunlan 
agency  for  the  relief  of  huipan  suffer- 
ing. The  late  Dr.  Fraser  was  a  man 
of  grand  character,  but  the  rac^ 'of 
good  men  and  sidled  plUrsiCiMi 'f><l 
fo,t  die  with  him. 

Lnst  of  battle  is  bred  in  the  hone 
and  lurks  in  the  heart  of  man.  Man 
has  been,  fighting  for  his  Hfe  :evir 
since  the  days  when  he  swiing  by  his 
hands  or  his  tail  in  the  frre^  of 
forest  pfinieval.  His  hand  was

It  is 
because  of  those  terrible  mheritance 
that  we  fear  there  can  be  no  peace 
upon  the  earth  until  the  nature  of  its 
human  inhabitants  undergoes  a  pro- 
found and  radical  cNange.
